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Fish And Fo ul? 
The handwriting on the wall becomes bigger 
and bigger so far as the pottery industry and a 
protective tariff are concerned. 
It reads like this: Hope for helo from Wash­ 
ington grows le.ss and less as the theory of free 
trade spreads and spreads. 
Twice within the last two months President 
Eisenhower has rejected the tariff 
commis­ 
sion’s unanimous recommendations calling for 
upward adjustments to relieve U. S. producers 
from the injurious flow of imports. 
On Nov. 13 he decided against the commis­ 
sion’s findings of injury in the lighter flint es­ 
cape case. And on Dec. 10 he pursued a similar 
course in a ruling involving imports of ground- 
fish fillets. 
The President had this to say in his letter to 
Congress relative to the latter decision: “ . . . 
the United States, by all indications, is heading 
toward a further increased population and a 
greater ex pansion of its economy . If, as this 
growth takes place, there is a proportionate in­ 
crease in req ui; ments for fish and fish pro­ 
ducts in the United States, the domestic de­ 
m and for these products will more than ex ceed 
the combined total of domestically caught fish 
plus imports. . 
The President also urged the domestic fish 
fillet industry to undertake “ bold and vigorous 
steps. . .to provide root solutions for the in- 
du.^-try ’s problems and referred to adm inistra­ 
tion-supported legislation enacted by the 8 4th 
Congress providing funds for research and m ar­ 
keting developments. 
Unfortunate as it may be so far as the pot­ 
tery industry is concerned, this is the line of 
thinking in Washington — and there’s no reason 
to believe it will swing back in the other di­ 
rection. 
This isn’t news to those m anufacturers who 
have battled so hard over the y ears to gain 
increased protective tariff, but it should serve 
as another sharp reminder—with a new y ear 
approaching—that the industry ’s future 
lies 
more and m.ore in diversification and in the 
constant search for new m arkets for present 
products. 


Pii!)lie Specialists 
While the United States worries about end­ 
ing up second best to the Soviet Union in train­ 
ing engineers and scientists, could it be letting 
the Russians steal a m arch in training public 
adm inistrators? 
The q uestion is suggested by a switch of 
head economic planners at the top of the Krem ­ 
lin hierarchy . 
The Kremlin admitted that the career admin­ 
istrator who had been on the job was being 
replaced by another careerist in the hope of 
getting better results. The new man is a spe­ 
cialist in heavy industry , with prolonged ex ­ 
perience in electric power, fuel and chemicals. 
He has passed through all the stages of Soviet 
bureaucracy . He knows where to locate all 
the strings that must be pulled. 
Like all the Kremlin’s public administrators, 
he has spent his en tire 'life learning official 
procedure: he has no private background to 
unlearn as he steps into the top spot. 
He. is relatively y oung, having reached his 
peak at an age when in the United States a 
man of outstanding capability would either be 
too y oung to accept a top job in government, 
or too old to think of government as a spring­ 
board for a private career. 
The United States has no public careeri.sts 
at the policy -making level. It is a lack that 
could be as st:2ious sometime as a lack of 
engineers. The art of getting things done in 
government is sillJ. regarded by U.S. admin­ 
istrators as an avocational study —something 
to be looked into before or after success in 
other careers. 


Maddest Bo iiiir^rs 
New York police will be busy as beavers 
looking for home-made bombs as the result of 
the holiday flareup of one of their oldest un­ 
solved cases—a demented person whose crude 
ex plosive devices have been found in New York 
30 times in the last 16 y ears. 
Many other demented people, stimulated by 
publicity growing out of the “bomber’s” holi­ 
day activities, may try their hand at the same 
thing. Some may be successful. Their bombs 
may ex plode. The terror and damage they hope 
to inflict may materialize. They may even kill 
someone. 
But in their wildest imaginings they never 
could hope to do as much dam age as will 
be done in the nex t few day s by ordinary citi­ 
zens driving automobiles in way s that will do 
infinitely more damage than bombs could do. 
Only one thing can thwart the highway ter­ 
rorists. It is the same kind of vigilance which 
New York police will apoly to their bomb-scare 
emergencv. Even so, they will kill upward of 
600 persons bcfojre 1957 is a day old, m.aim thous­ 
ands and stir terror wherever the sound of their 
screeching tires is heard. 
The maddest bombers will be on the high­ 
way s of all 48 states, this weekend, not in the 
rabbit warrens of New York City .

it before 1960 so that they can 
absolutely control the Republican 
convention of that y ear when E i­ 
senhower will not be a candidate. 
T h e 
conservative Republicans 
have not y et given up the ghost; 
therefore, it means a fight. 
The attem pt to dump 
Richard 
Nix on prior to the 1956 Convention 
was a prelude to this plan and it 
was h o pe d among Republicans 
that the failure of that dumping 
effort w’ould teach the Eisenhow­ 
er entourage that it is better to 
avoid an intra - party fracas. 
Nix on’s prestige among Repub­ 
licans is greater today than it was 
before the convention. The defeat 


of Sen. Herman Welker, on t h e 
other hand, encouraged the junior 
politicos that they might succeed 
on the senatorial level. 
Using the now defunct Collier’s 
magazine, Paul Hoffman read out 
of the Republican party some of 
its most important leaders. This 
article will m ake trouble for the 
President once the Congress is as­ 
sembled, because this article will 
be regarded as serving notice on 
some Republican 
senators 
t h a t 
they will be fought not only by 
their Democratic opponents b ut 
also by their own party . 


IT IS EXPECTED that the ta r­ 
gets will be Sen. Joe McCarthy , 
Sen. William Jenner, Sen. George 
Malone, Sen. John Bricker 
a n d 
Sen. Barry Goldwater 
w h os e 
term s ex pire in 1959 and who will 
come up for re - election in 1958. 
The fight on Sen. Joe McCarthy 
has been continuous since 1953. 
From a tactical standpoint, he has 
survived the battle because what 
his enemies sought was his total 
elimination from American politi­ 
cal life and that has not occurred. 
An effort has been made to re­ 
duce Sen. Jenner in his own state, 
Indiana, and that has failed. Both 
McCarthy and Jenner have m an­ 
aged to avoid being crushed by 
the Eisenhower political machine, 
which is a very potent one. Sen. 
George Malone is opposed because 
no one can control him. He goes 
his own way really not belonging 
wholly to one side or another. In­ 
dependence of that sort is not wel­ 
comed and although George Ma­ 
lone spoke well of the Russians 
after his visit to their country , it 
has not won for him the support 
of those in our government w h o 
p r e f e r Zhukov to Khrushchev, 
which is none of our business. 


BRICKER IS opposed because 
he is insistent upon bringing up 
some form of the Bricker Amend­ 
ment which the entourage regards 
as a reflection upon the Prsident 
and Barry Goldwater is opposed 
because he understands econom­ 
ics and the modernists prefer that 
a senator should be ex pert in any ­ 
thing, ex pertness being the sphere 
of administrative officials even if 
ex perience and intelligence do not 
accompany academic degrees. 
In addition to the fight on the 
senators, an effort is being made 
to purge all adm inistrative offices 
of conservative Americans w h o 
have had no radical background 
in the 1930’s. 
So a fight will ensue and who­ 
ever wins the fight probably will 
not win much because there is a 
distance between now and the 1960 
convention when Eisenhower will 
not be a candidate.

THERE WAS, for ex ample, the 
q uestion of installing loud-speak­ 
ers. This w’as vital. Vistors came 
and waited. So did men with job 
offers. So did special transporta­ 
tion. But the 5.000 refugees were 
roaming the camp. 
They were free men and could 
do as they wish(?d. They c oul d 
even 
leave 
the 
camp-grounds. 
Some did, in fact. There is no 
back fence — and some refugees 
simply have gone AWOL. 
So to reach the dispersed thous­ 
ands, Gen. 
Wooten 
installed 
a 
loud speaker sy stem — to pre­ 
vent visitors, buses or job agency 
representatives from waiting long 
hours or leaving without making 
contact with some escapee. 
The refugees complained. They 
had had 
enough 
loud 
speakers 
blasting them in Budapest—com­ 
pulsory li.stening, never escaping 
the

Communist 
propaganda. 
The blare of the cam p’s' loud 
speakers at first frightened them. 
But Gen. Wooten finally ex plained 
and now the refugees knows when 
someone is seeking him out to 
help him.

las. The bus waited. Half the ref­ 
ugees didn’t show up. They had 
just seen the wild frontier in films 
—cowboy s, Indians biting the dust, 
etc. 
They were 
frightened 
off. 
They didn’t go. 
Gen. Wooten ex plained to 
me 
that there were those who left for 
jobs and soon 
wanted 
resettle­ 
ment back in the camp. 
Some refugees go out and find 
they ’ve got jobs they can handle 
but they can’t fit into the com­ 
munity life — there’s no church 
for them, or the w'eather is bru­ 
tal, or the community itself is too 
strange. 
So in characteristic, good 
old 
U.S..A. fashion, the camp now' is 
utilizing electric brains to 
w’ork 
out this problem and soon the hu­ 
man eq uation will be solved. 
The International Business Ma­ 
chine Co. has shipped down two, 
probably three machines by this 
time. A card is being devised for 
use by those who have jobs to of­ 
fer across the U.S. Another card 
is being developed for the refugee 
to fill out. 


THEN BOTH will be thrown into 
the electric thinker — and each 
will find one another, the job and 
the refugee, and soon all will be 
happy and assimilated. 
It’s 
heart-warming 
to 
watch 
Gen. Wooten’s Army , 
and

other government 
people, 
make 
escapism as easy as going down 
a chute. 
The Hungarians arrive by bus 
from the airfields — each carry ­ 
ing little blue bags, like tourists, 
m arked “U.S. Escapee Program .”

If they arrive 
too early for lunch or dinner —

NO F.A.MILIES are 
separated.

Full Sto rv Sho uld Be To ld In Oil Crisis

Omaha. Neb., is the largest cat­ 
tle m arket in the world. 


There’s a chapter on the subject 
of oil shipments to Europe during 
the recent Suez crisis that needs 
to be ex plained officially and un- 
0 f f icially so 
that 
all 
the 
facts m ay be­ 
come known. 
The im pres­ 
sion 
that 
the 
U n ited States 
p a r ticipated 
s 0 m ehow in 
an 
o i l 
em­ 
bargo and ap- 
p 1 i ed “ sanc- 
David Lawrence 
t i on s ” — a 
form of international penalty 
— 
against Britain and France for 
failing to heed the provisions of 
the 
United 
Nations 
Charter 
in 
landing troops in the Suez area is 
rather widespread in Europe. 
It is the basic reason for the 
wave of anti-American sentiment 
which has swept both Britain and 
France. 
Slowly some of the facts are 
coming out. It has been announced 
here officially , 
for ex ample, by 
the Department 
of the 
Interior 
that in the week of Nov. 2 — sev­ 
eral day s before the British and 
French agreed to comply with a 
United Nations resolution asking 
them to evacuate their forces from 
the Suez area — oil was flowing to 
Europe. 


IT IS A FACT that, from 
a 
normal average of 44,000 barrels a 
day , the daily average during the 
second week in November went up 
suddenly to about 212,000 barrels. 
It was stepped up from that time 
on and in the week of Nov. 29 the 
shipments had 
reached 
639,000 
barrels a day . 
Now this happened without any 
encouragement from the Ameri­ 
can government. It was the nat­ 
ural activity of the oil companies 
in this country acting individually 
and without regard to the govern­ 
mental 
emergency 
committee, 
which had suspended its sessions 
when the 
British ultimatum to 
Egy pt was issued. 
On the face of it, 
this would 
m ake it appear that the oil com­ 
panies were supply ing all the oil 
they could to meet a shortage in 
Europe and that the United States 
government, which had the power 
to impose an embargo on such 
shipments, did not prevent them 
from doing so. 
But this is only part of the story . 
It soon became apparent that what 
the oil companies were doing pri­ 
vately would not solve the situa­ 
tion. The British needed money 
from the Ex port - Import Bank to 
finance the new purchases. Also, 
tankers could not be taken out of 
the mothball fleet without govern­ 
m ental approval. 


THE OIL COMP ANIES also had 
to be assured that the anti-trust 
laws would not be invoked against 
them for acting together in the ex ­ 
change of information concerning 
prospective 
shipments. 
All 
this 
took time. 
Why did the United States gov­ 
ernment delay ? There is one cur­ 
rent ex planation. It is that, be­ 
cause of the delicate situation in 
the Middle East, 
the remaining 
pipelines 
to 
the 
M editerranean 
which by pass the canal might be 
sabotaged if it were known that 
oil was flowing from America. 
Likewise, a lot of red tape had 
to be unraveled in order to formu­ 
late an efficient program. 
There were also some barriers 
in connection with the desire of 
certain states in this country to 
conserve oil rather than to let it 
be produced by various independ­ 
ents who have been clamoring for 
more production. 
Now the big q uestion which has 
not been clarified is what right 
the United States government, act­ 
ing alone, had to withhold help at 
a time when the European coun­ 
tries, including some not involved 


in the Suez affair, badly needed 
more oil. 


IT IS SAID that inside the De­ 
partm ent of State are various of­ 
ficials who contended 
that 
the 
United States should, by withhold­ 
ing helpful action, apply pressure 
to persuade the British and French 
to agree to an early withdrawal of 
their troops and that such a step 
was justified because the two coun­ 
tries had allegedly violated the 
provisions of the United Nations 
charter. 
But 
the 
British 
and 
French 
agreed on Nov. 
8 
to withdraw 
their forces from Egy pt. Why were 
any “ penalties” 
at all imposed 
after that date? And why didn’t 
the United Nations impose them? 
If each country m ay of its own 
volition use economic pressure to 
get compliance with U.N. resolu­ 
tions, then the world will be con­ 
fronted with a kind of economic 
w arfare it never before has ex ­ 
perienced. 
Certainly there now arises from 
this a duty upon the American 
government to find out who really 
blocked the Suez Canal 
and 
to 
bring before the United Nations 
the facts concerning the major 
part of the blockage, which un­ 


doubtedly was committed by Egy p­ 
tians, although since disavowed by 
the Egy ptian government. 
There has been, moreover, talk 
in the last few day s about reviv­ 
ing 
American 
financial 
aid 
to 
Egy pt for the Aswan Dam. 


THIS CAN HARDLY materialize 
unless and until the famous Treaty 
of 1888 is observed by Egy pt and 
until also the six principles laid 
down by the U.N. in resolutions 
adopted Oct. 15 last for the opera­ 
tion of the canal have been carried 
out. 
WTiat happened between Oct. 31, 
when the British and French mili­ 
tary operation at the Suez Canal 
began, and Nov. 30, when the 
United States — according to an 
announcement 
f r o m 
President 
Eisenhower at Augusta officially 
set in motion a relief program de­ 
signed to bring 500,000 barrels of 
oil a day to Europe, is something 
that needs to be carefully ex amin­ 
ed, if only to determine whether 
the United Nations itself or in­ 
dividual nations hereafter shall fix 
the penalties to be imposed against 
nations which supposedly do not 
conform to U N. 
resolutions. 
It 
may prove an important precedent 
for the future.

The handwriting on the wall becomes bigger 
and bigger so far as the pottery industry and a 
protective tariff are concerned. 
It reads like this: Hope for helD from Wash­ 
ington grows less and less as the theory of free 
trade spreads and spreads. 
Twice within the last two months President 
Eisenhower has rejected the tariff 
commis­ 
sion’s unanimous recommendations calling for 
upward adjustments to relieve U. S. producers 
from the injurious flow of imports. 
On Nov. 13 he decided against the commis­ 
sion’s findings of injury in the lighter flint es­ 
cape case. And on Dec. IO he pursued a similar 
course in a ruling involving imports of ground- 
fish fillets. 
The President had this to say in his letter to 
Congress relative to the latter decision: " . . . 
the United States, by all indications, is heading 
toward a further increased population and a 
greater expansion of its economy. If, as this 
growth takes place, there is a proportionate in­ 
crease in requirem ents for fish and fish pro­ 
ducts in the United States, the domestic de­ 
mand for these products wall more than exceed 
the combined total of domestically caught fish 
plus imports. . .” 
The President also urged the domestic fish 
fillet industry to undertake “bold and vigorous 
steps. . .to provide root solutions for the in­ 
dustry’s problems and referred to adm inistra­ 
tion-supported legislation enacted by the 84th 
Congress providing funds for research and m ar­ 
keting developments. 
Unfortunate as it may be so far as the pot­ 
tery industry is concerned, this is the line of 
thinking in Washington — and there’s no reason 
to believe it will swing back in the other di­ 
rection. 
This isn’t news to those m anufacturers who 
have battled so hard over the years to gain 
increased protective tariff, but it should serve 
as another sharp rem inder—with a new' year 
approaching—that the industry’s future 
lies 
more and more in diversification and in the 
constant search for new m arkets for present 
products. 


Public Specialists 


While the United States worries about end­ 
ing up second best to the Soviet Union in train­ 
ing engineers and scientists, could it be letting 
the Russians steal a m arch in training public 
adm inistrators? 
The question is suggested by a switch of 
bead economic planners at the top of the Krem­ 
lin hierarchy. 
The Kremlin admitted that the career admin­ 
istrator who had been on the job was being 
replaced by another careerist in the hope of 
getting better results. The new man is a spe­ 
cialist in heavy industry, with prolonged ex­ 
perience in electric power, fuel and chemicals. 
He has passed through all the stages of Soviet 
bureaucracy. He knows where to locate all 
the strings that must be pulled. 
Like all the Kremlin’s public administrators, 
he has spent his en tire'life learning official 
procedure; he has no private background to 
unlearn as he steps into the top spot. 
He. is relatively young, having reached his 
peak at an age when in the United States a 
man of outstanding capability would either be 
too young to accept a top job in government, 
or too old to think of government as a spring­ 
board for a private career. 
The United States has no public careerists 
at the policy-making level. It is a lack that 
could be as serious sometime as a lack of 
engineers. The art of getting things done in 
government is siJJ. regarded by U.S. admin­ 
istrators as an avocational study—something 
to be looked into before or after success in 
other careers. 


Maddest Bomlisrs 
New York police will be busy as beavers 
looking for home-made bombs as the result of 
the holiday flareup of one of their oldest un­ 
solved cases—a demented person whose crude 
explosive devices have been found in New York 
30 times in the last 16 years. 
Many other demented people, stimulated by 
publicity growing out of the “ bomber’s” holi­ 
day activities, m ay try their hand at the same 
thing. Some may be successful. Their bombs 
may explode. The terror and damage they hope 
to inflict may m aterialize. They m ay even kill 
someone. 
But in their wildest imaginings they never 
could hope to do as much dam age as will 
be done in the next few days by ordinary citi­ 
zens driving automobiles in ways that will do 
infinitely more damage than bombs could do. 
Only one thing can thwart the highway ter­ 
rorists. It is the same kind of vigilance which 
New York police will apDly to their bomb-scare 
emergency. Even so, they will kill upward of 
600 persons before 1957 is a day old, maim thous­ 
ands and stir terror wherever the sound of their 
screeching tires is heard. 
The maddest bombers will be on the high­ 
ways of all 48 states, this weekend, not in the 
rabbit warrens of New York City.

art or modern music is without 
precise meaning. Richard Wag­ 
ner, for instance, was once mod­ 
ern but now he is no longer mod­ 
ern, just as the liberals of a cen­ 
tury ago are the reactionaries of 
today. What all this amounts to is 
that those who are close to Pres­ 
ident Eisenhower and operate po- 
tically for him are desirious 
of 
maintaining their leadership aft­ 
er he shall have ceased to 
be 
president. On that technique, Theo­ 
dore Roosevelt stubbed his politi­ 
cal toe. 


THE STRUGGLE in the Demo­ 
cratic party is between the tradi­ 
tional Jeffersonian Democrats and 
the Rooseveltian 
N e w Dealers, 
with ample evidence that the de­ 
feat of Adlai Stevenson has mini­ 
mized the influence of the N e w ; 
Dealers. 
In the Republican party, 
t h e 
line is not so clear or sharp. The 
Eisenhower Republicans w o u l d 
like to wipe out the last vestiges j 
of the traditionalist Taft Republi­ 
cans and they would prefer to do 
it before 1960 so that they can 
absolutely control the Republican I 
convention of that year when Ei- j 
senhower will not be a candidate. 
T h e 
conservative Republicans 
have not yet given up the ghost; 
therefore, it means a fight. 
The attem pt to dump 
Richard 
Nixon prior to the 1956 Convention 
j 
was a prelude to this plan and it 
was h o p e d among Republicans 
that the failure of that dumping 
effort would teach the Eisenhow­ 
er entourage that it is better to 
avoid an intra - party fracas. 
Nixon’s prestige among Repub- 
licans is greater today than it was 
before the convention. The defeat 


of Sen. Herman Welker, on t h e 
other hand, encouraged the junior 
politicos that they might succeed 
on the senatorial level. 
Using the now defunct Collier’s 
magazine, Paul Hoffman read out 
of the Republican party some of 
its most important leaders. This 
article will m ake trouble for the 
President once the Congress is as­ 
sembled, because this article will 
be regarded as serving notice on 
some Republican 
senators t h a t 
they will be fought not only by 
their Democratic opponents b u t 
also by their own party. 


IT IS EXPECTED that the ta r­ 
gets will be Sen. Joe McCarthy, 
Sen. William Jenner. Sen. George 
Malone, Sen. John Bricker 
a n d 
Sen. Barry Coldwater 
w h o s e 
term s expire in 1959 and who will 
come up for re - election in 1958. 
The fight on Sen. Joe McCarthy 
has been continuous since 1953. 
From a tactical standpoint, he has 
survived the battle because what 
his enemies sought was his total 
elimination from American politi­ 
cal life and that has not occurred. 
An effort has been made to re­ 
duce Sen. Jenner in his own state, 
Indiana, and that has failed. Both 
McCarthy and Jenner have m an­ 
aged to avoid being crushed by 
the Eisenhower political machine, 
which is a very potent one. Sen. 
George Malone is opposed because 
no one can control him. He goes 
his own way really not belonging 
wholly to one side or another. In­ 
dependence of that sort is not wel­ 
comed and although George Ma­ 
lone spoke well of the Russians 
after his visit to their country, it 
has not won for him the support 
of those in our government w h o 
p r e f e r Zhukov to Khrushchev, 
which is none of our business. 


BRICKER IS opposed because 
he is insistent upon bringing up 
some form of the Bricker Amend­ 
ment which the entourage regards 
as a reflection upon the Prsident 
and Barry Coldwater is opposed 
because he understands econom­ 
ics and the modernists prefer that 
a senator should be expert in any­ 
thing, expertness being the sphere 
of adm inistrative officials even if 
experience and intelligence do not 
accompany academic degrees. 
In addition to the fight on the 
senators, an effort is being made 
to purge all adm inistrative offices 
of conservative Americans w h o 
have had no radical background 
in the 1930’s. 
So a fight will ensue and who­ 
ever wins the fight probably will 
not win much because there is a 
distance between now and the 1960 
convention when Eisenhower will 
not be a candidate.

There was room in this inn for 
all who sought haven Christmas 
Eve. And amid the moisture which 
fell from

from the eyes

as the U.S. Army — there were 
weary smiles, too. 
Much has been said of the Hun­ 
garian refugees; so let me say a 
word now for Brig. Gen. Wooten 
and the men who m ake them feel 
warm and safe and welcome. 
The general is a man whose 
life 
is 
complicated 
by 
refugee 
neuroses carried here from abroad 
and by Western movies and labor 
pirates. 
The weary but enthusiastic gen­ 
eral who took Camp Kilmer out 
of 
mothballs spent 
some 
early 
Christmas Eve hours explaining 
the Army’s problems. 


THERE WAS, for example, the 
question of installing loud-speak­ 
ers. This was vital. Vistors came 
and waited. So did men with job 
offers. So did special transporta­ 
tion. But the 5.000 refugees were 
roaming the camp. 
They were free men and could 
do as they wished. They c o u l d 
even 
leave 
the 
camp-grounds. 
Some did, in fact. There is no 
back fence — and some refugees 
simply have gone AWOL. 
So to reach the dispersed thous­ 
ands, Gen. 
Wooten 
installed 
a 
loud speaker system —- to pre- j 
vent visitors, buses or job agency 
representatives from waiting long 
hours or leaving without making 
contact with some escapee. 
The refugees complained. They j 
had had 
enough 
loud 
speakers i 
blasting them in Budapest—com- ! 
pulsory listening, never escaping 
the 
e n d l e s s 
Communist 
propaganda. 
The blare of the cam p’s’ loud j 
speakers at first frightened them. 
But Gen. Wooten finally explained 
and now the refugees knows when 
someone is seeking him out to . 
help him. 


THEN THERE ARE the 
cow­ 
boy movies — which the refugees , 
love. They watch them incessant- 1 
ly in the theater set up by the 
arm y to help the escapees while 
away the two to IO days they 
spend in camp. 
One day there was a bus sched­ 
uled to take some 70 Hungarians I 


to jobs and resettlem ent in Dal­ 
las. The bus waited. Half the ref­ 
ugees didn’t show up. They had 
just seen the wild frontier in films 
—cowboys, Indians biting the dust, 
etc. 
They were 
frightened 
off. 
They didn’t go. 
Gen. Wooten explained to 
me 
that there were those who left for 
jobs and soon 
wanted 
resettle­ 
ment back in the camp. 
Some refugees go out and find 
they’ve got jobs they can handle 
but they can’t fit into the com­ 
munity life — there’s no church 
for them, or the weather is bru­ 
tal, or the community itself is too 
strange. 
So in characteristic, good 
old 
U.S.A. fashion, the camp now’ is 
utilizing electric brains to 
work 
out this problem and soon the hu­ 
man equation will be solved. 
The International Business Ma­ 
chine Co. has shipped down two, 
probably three machines by this 
time. A card is being devised for 
use by those who have jobs to of­ 
fer across the U.S. Another card 
is being developed for the refugee 
to fill out. 


THEN BOTH will be thrown into 
the electric thinker — and each 
will find one another, the job and 
the refugee, and soon all will be 
happy and assimilated. 
It’s 
heart-warming 
to 
watch 
Gen. Wooten’s Army, 
and 
the 
other government 
people, 
make 
escapism as easy as going down 
a chute. 
The Hungarians arrive by bus 
from the airfields — each carry­ 
ing little blue bags, like tourists, 
m arked “U.S. Escapee Program .” 
They go 
through 
the 
health, 
check-up. questioning and proces­ 
sing in 40 minutes. If they arrive 
too early for lunch or dinner — 
the m eals are 
brought 
out 
to 
them — and it’s the same chow 
the general eats. 
If the refugees come in after 
the processing center is 
closed, 
they get a warm bed 
and 
a 
night’s sleep, even if they have 
no papers. One couple, the wife 
near childbirth, was moved into 
camp in an ambulance, lest the 
jerking motion of the bus disturb 
her and add to her pain. 


NO FAMILIES are 
separated. 
They are kept together through 
questioning and are bedded down 
behind curtains — cloth, not iron. 
They can go where they want, 
take jobs from 
whomever 
they 
wish and play as they wish. 
They 
are 
free 
people. 
Gen. 
Wooten is simply their inn-keeper. 
It was a m erry 
Christmas 
for 
these refugees. They can look for­ 
ward to a happy New Year, too.

Lull Story Should Be Told In Oil Crisis 


Omaha. Neb., is the largest cat­ 
tle m arket in the world. 


There’s a chapter on the subject 
of oil shipments to Europe during 
the recent Suez crisis that needs 
to be explained officially and un- 
o f f icially so 
that 
all 
the 
facts m ay be­ 
come known. 
The im pres­ 
sion 
that 
the 
^ U n ited States 
j p a r ticipated 
s o rn ehow in 
an 
o i l 
em ­ 
bargo and ap- 
p I i ed “ sanc-

t i o n s ” — a 
form of international penalty 
— 
against Britain and France for 
failing to heed the provisions of 
the United 
Nations 
Charter 
in 
landing troops in the Suez area is 
rather widespread in Europe. 
It is the basic reason for the 
wave of anti-American sentiment 
which has swept both Britain and 
France. 
Slowly some of the facts are 
coming out. It has been announced 
here officially, 
for example, by 
the Department 
of 
the 
Interior 
that in the week of Nov. 2 — sev­ 
eral days before the British and 
French agreed to comply with a 
United Nations resolution asking 
them to evacuate their forces from 
the Suez area — oil was flowing to 
Europe. 


IT IS A FACT that, from 
a 
normal average of 44.000 barrels a 
day, the daily average during the 
second week in November went up 
suddenly to about 212,000 barrels. 
It was stepped up from that time 
on and in the week of Nov. 29 the 
shipments had 
reached 
639,000 
barrels a day. 
Now this happened without any 
encouragement from the Ameri­ 
can government. It was the nat­ 
ural activity of the oil companies 
in this country acting individually 
and without regard to the govern­ 
m ental 
emergency 
committee, 
which had suspended its sessions 
when the British ultimatum to 
Egypt was issued. 
On the face of it, 
this would 
m ake it appear that the oil com­ 
panies were supplying all the oil 
they could to meet a shortage in 
Europe and that the United States 
government, which had the power 
to impose an embargo on such 
shipments, did not prevent them 
from doing so. 
But this is only part of the story. 
It soon became apparent that what 
the oil companies were doing pri­ 
vately would not solve the situa­ 
tion. The British 
needed money 
from the Export - Import Bank to 
finance the new purchases. Also, 
tankers could not be taken out of 
the mothball fleet without govern­ 
mental approval. 


THE OIL COMPANIES also had 
to be assured that the anti-trust 
laws wTould not be invoked against 
them for acting together in the ex­ 
change of information concerning 
prospective 
shipments. 
All 
this 
took time. 
Why did the United States gov­ 
ernment delay? There is one cur­ 
rent explanation. It is that, be­ 
cause of the delicate situation in 
the Middle East, 
the 
remaining 
pipelines 
to 
the 
M editerranean 
which bypass the canal might be 
sabotaged if it were known that 
oil was flowing from America. 
Likewise, a lot of red tape had 
to be unraveled in order to formu­ 
late an efficient program. 
There were also some barriers 
in connection with the desire of 
certain states in this country to 
conserve oil rather than to let it 
be produced by various independ­ 
ents who have been clamoring for 
more production. 
Now the big question which has 
not been clarified is what right 
the United States government, act­ 
ing alone, had to withhold help at 
a time when the European coun­ 
tries, including some not involved

in the Suez affair, badly needed ! 
more oil. 


IT IS SAID that inside the De­ 
partm ent of State are various of­ 
ficials 
who contended 
that 
the 
United States should, by withhold­ 
ing helpful action, apply pressure 
to persuade the British and French 
to agree to an early withdrawal of 
their troops and that such a step 
was justified because the two coun­ 
tries had allegedly violated the 
provisions of the United Nations 
charter. 
But 
the 
British 
and 
French 
agreed on Nov. 
8 
to 
withdraw 
their forces from Egypt. Why were 
any “ penalties” 
at all imposed 
after that date? And why didn’t 
the United Nations impose them? 
If each country may of its own 
volition use economic pressure to 
get compliance with U.N. resolu­ 
tions, then the world will be con­ 
fronted with a kind of economic 
w arfare it never before has ex­ 
perienced. 
Certainly there now arises from 
this a duty upon 
the 
American 
government to find out who really 
blocked the Suez Canal 
and 
to 
bring before the United Nations 
the facts concerning the major 
part of the blockage, which un- j 


doubtedly was committed by Egyp­ 
tians, although since disavowed by 
the Egyptian government. 
There has been, moreover, talk 
in the last few days about reviv­ 
ing 
American 
financial 
aid 
to 
Egypt for the Aswan Dam. 


THIS CAN HARDLY materialize 
unless and until the famous Treaty 
of 1888 is observed by Egypt and 
until also the six principles laid 
down by the U.N. in resolutions 
adopted Oct. 15 last for the opera­ 
tion of the canal have been carried 
out. 
What happened between Oct. 31, 
when the British and French mili­ 
tary operation at the Suez Canal 
began, 
and Nov. 30, when the 
United States — according to an 
announcement 
f r o m 
President 
Eisenhower at Augusta officially 
set in motion a relief program de­ 
signed to bring 500,000 barrels of 
oil a day to Europe, is something 
that needs to be carefully examin­ 
ed, if only to determine whether 
the United Nations itself or in­ 
dividual nations hereafter shall fix 
the penalties to be imposed against 
nations which supposedly do not 
conform to U N. 
resolutions. 
It 
may prove an important precedent 
for the future.

Established in 1951, the firm had 
eight e in p 1 0 y e s and used 300 
square feet of floor space. Now it 
haj 65 on the payroll and uses 2,400 
square feet of space. 
Evans said he and Henfield were 
competitors before they decided to 
join forces. 
Rising labor and material costs 
soon may mean the end of the in­ 
dustry’s single best seller, the $1 
item, Evans said. The lowest price 
range may be around $2 soon. 
Labor is a big factor because 
stones must be set in the metal 
by hand and some cheap earrings 
have as many as 50 stones. 
He added a tip to women inter­ 
ested in k eeping artificial pearls 
jor a lifetime.

U.S. Revokes 
Passports Of 
3 Newsmen 


Face Possible Legal 
Action After Entry 
0 
Into Red China 


WASHINGTON UP — T h r e e 
American newsmen who entered 
Red China this week have had 
their passports 
revoked, 
except 
for travel 
back to the United 
States. They also may lace legal 
action by the government. 
The State Department Friday 
announced the moves against Wil­ 
liam D. Worthy, a Negro reporter 
for the Baltimore Afro - American 
and a Look magazine team-report- 
er Edmund Stevens and photo 
grapher Phillip Harrington. 
It accused them of misusing 
their passports by going into Com­ 
munist 
China 
where 
travel 
by 
Americans is banned under U.S. 
government policy. Newsmen of 
other nations face no such restric­ 
tions 
by 
t h e i r 
governments. 
Worthy e n t e r e d Communist 
China through Hong Kong last 
Monday. Stevens and Harrington 
were reported to have reached 
Peiping from Moscow last Wed­ 
nesday.

W. 
MacKay 
of 
the 
Afro-American 
said “ We do not care to com­ 
m ent.’* Look magazine, in New 
York, also declined comment on 
the State Department action. 
The 
departm ent 
said 
it 
had 
learned the three newsmen “have 
gone to Communist China despite 
the fact that the passports issued 
to them . . . were specifically 
marked not valid for travel to 
Communist China.” 
“ As a result of this misuse of 
the 
passports 
issued 
to 
them, 
their passports will be made valid 
only for 
return 
to the 
United 
States.” 
The United States long has pro­ 
hibited travel by its citizens in 
Red 
China, 
whose 
regime this 
country does not recognize diplo­ 
matically. 
The main reason for the ban, 
however, is the continued im pris­ 
onment by China of IO Americans, 
despite a Chinese agreement 16 
months ago to free all U.S. citi­ 
zens it had in prison or in deten­ 
tion. Some Americans were freed 
but the IO have been kept back 
The hint of possible legal action 
against the trio came in a refer 
ence by the State Department to 
their cases “ being called to the 
attention of the Treasury D epart­ 
ment in view of the relevant pro 
visions o f ,the Trading with the 
Enemy Act.” 
Officials explained that act con­ 
tains authority for possible puni 
tive action against fhe three news­ 
men. For example, they said, the 
law would permit seizure of such 
assets of the newsmen as their 
bank accounts.

Costume Jewelry 
Head Is Speaker 


“ The 
d a y of opportunity in 
America is not past, despite high 
taxes and competition,” a former 
East Liverpool man told the Lions 
Club Friday noon as he explained 
his part in establishing a whole­ 
sale costume jewelry firm that has 
grown to a $2 million gross busi­ 
ness in its first five years. 
Richard Evans, a partner in the 
firm of Bob Henfield, Inc., at 
Cleveland, said he and his partner 
used three new ideas to help make 
the new business a success. 
The new company sells costume 
jewelry on a supermarket scale, 
uses inter-city buses to make over­ 
night deliveries to retailers and 
has developed its own original de­ 
signs, Evans said. He spoke at the 
club’s weekly luncheon meeting in 
the Travelers Hotel. 
Established in 1951, the firm had 
eight e m p l o y e s and used 300 
square feet of floor space. Now it 
haj 65 on the payroll and uses 2,400 
square feet of space. 
Evans said he and Henfield were 
competitors before they decided to 
join forces. 
Rising labor and m aterial costs 
soon may mean the end of the in­ 
dustry’s single best seller, the $1 
item. Evans said. The lowest price 
range may be around $2 soon. 
Labor is a big factor because 
stones must be set in the metal 
by hand and some cheap earrings 
have as many as 50 stones. 
He added a tip to women inter­ 
ested in keeping artificial pearls 
for a lifetime. If the women will 
wipe the pearls with a dry cloth 
after each wearing, it will remove 
perspiration and body oils t h a t 
cause oxidation, which lessens the 
pearls* luster, he explained. 
Evans was introduced by Frank 
Nudi, program chairman. J o h n 
Covert, president, presided. Group 
singing was led by David McEw­ 
en.

Burned Girl, 3, 
Gets Dead Box’s 
Skin 
In Life Bid 


CHICAGO WPI—A 3-year-old De­ 
catur, 111., girl, 70 per cent of her 
body burned, 
has received the 
skin of a dead 3-year-old boy in 
an attem pt to save her life. 
Surgeons at Children’s Memori­ 
al Hospital Friday performed the 
long and tedious skin grafting on 
Cindy Evans, burned last month 
when her dress caught fire. 
Doctors said only skin grafts 
can encourage her own skin to 
grow and replace scorched tissues 
that extend from her neck to her 
knees. 
The skin used in the grafting 
came from the body of Gilbert 
Case III of Chicago, a Christmas 
holiday traffic fatality. His par­ 
ents offered the skin in an at­ 
tempt to save the little girl.

3 Ohioans Plead

CINCINNATI CP—Three Ohioans 
pleaded guilty Friday in U. S.
